Nixon, Kennedy Wooing Northern Negro Vote 

For the final phases of the Presidential campaign 
Massachusetts Sen. John F. Kennedy and Vice Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon will concentrate on “winning” 
five key northern states where the Negro vote is the 
balance of power. 

The states listed as important are New York, Illi- 
nois, Michigan, Pennsylvania and California. 

Aides for Sen. Kennedy disclosed that he has only 
two southern appearances (Florida and South Caro- 
lina) on his schedule for the next few weeks. Mean- 
while, staffers for the Senator say that he has given 
up on carrying all of the Dixie states and is basing 
the remainder of the campaign on northern areas. In 
his northern campaign, Sen. Kennedy calls for a new 
look in U. S. diplomacy, with emphasis on help for 
African countries and the Party’s civil rights plank. 

Also campaigning now for the crucial vote is Vice 
President Nixon, who began a New York tour.

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NEGRO SUPPORT TO CARRY SOUTH 
Explaining his compassionate race position, the legis- 
lator once declared: “I think I have had to go through the 
same kind of struggles as the Negro. My family was poor 
and I was poor . . . Because of all that I had to suffer, I 
can appreciate the economic lot of the Negro. I know what 
employment discrimination means to him. I know what 
educational discrimination means. I know what discrim- 
ination means, period.” 

Although the Texas Democrat was obviously nominated 
for Vice Presidency to appeal to the white Solid South, he 
realizes it may well be the tan voter who will save the 
Party’s hide. 

This latest political fact explains the Senator’s sudden 
switch from a moderate, middle-of-the-road position to a 
bold civil rights stand in the North and South. 

Stuart Long, an Austin newsman and capital reporter 
who has followed the legislator’s campaigns for 22 years, 
flatly states “Johnson can’t win without solid Negro sup- 
port in those Southern states which went Republican in 
1952 and 1956. The Negroes made the difference.”

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Was Not Completely Happy With Civil Rights Bills 


In an exclusive interview with Jet while touring Illinois 
and Indiana, Senator Johnson told why he expected more 
support from liberal minorities than southern conserva- 
tives. 

“Negroes will support me,” says Johnson, “because of my 
liberal voting record for social welfare measures; I’ve done 
them a lot of favors and I was responsible for the first two 
civil rights bills in history. They wouldn’t discriminate 
against me.” 

The steel-jawed senator leaned forward in his plane, 
and continued between clenched teeth: “They know 
that I’m the spokesman for the party that cares—cares 
about unemployment, world affairs, farm problems and 
the unconstitutional and outrageous discrimination in this 
country.” 

Referring to che two rights bills passed in 1957 and 1959, 
Johnson is quick to point out that under a Republican- 
controlled Congress, and 'ater under a GOP administra- 
tion, no rights bill was ever voted. 

Admitting that the current bills “are not as strong as I 
would like,” he sipped on a coke, smacked his lips, and 
added, “no man can ever write a bill to his own liking.” 

Johnson said he would like to see a conciliation service 
set up with some of the ablest Negro and white leaders in 
the nation called in to help mediate racial differences. 
“If there had been such machinery set up we would not 
have had Little Rock,” he emphasized. 

Without asking, the candidate also volunteered support 
for the southern sit-ins, adding: “I’ve told all my people in 
Texas if a man came into his store to buy goods, he ought 
to be treated with dignity and respect like anybody else.” 

Like his running mate, Senator Kennedy, Johnson often 
refers to Abraham Lincoln as the greatest Republican 
President of all time. Then, in a less serious vein, he says: 
“They had one Lincoln, but they’ve all been trying to get 
Cadillacs ever since.” 

As evidence of his sincere support of integration, John- 
son points to Dr. Everett Givens of Ausiin, a pioneer Negro

integration leader who is traveling with the Senator’s 
campaign staff. 

A long-time supporter, Dr. Givens integrated the Austin 
Trade Union Council as the first Negro delegate from the 
city’s interracial Laborer’s Union. 

The Texan, who is still under fire from the South be- 
cause of his outspoken support of the strong Democratic 
platform, is convinced Federal guarantee of the Negro 
voting rights will solve all other racial problems. 

In an eloquent plea for passage of the compromise rights 
bill last summer, Johnson told his Senate colleagues: 

“I tell you—out of whatever experience I have—that 
there is no political capital in this issue. Nothing lasting, 
nothing enduring has ever been born from hatred and 
prejudice—except more hatred and prejudice . . . Politi- 
cal ambition which feeds off hatred of the North or hatred 
of the South is doomed to frustration.” 

As millions of voters trek to the polls this November— 
torn between their attitude teward the South and their 
convictions—thcy will decide if the desires of Sen. Lyndon 
Baines Johnson are doomed to frustration.

In Pretoria, South Africa, white David Pratt, 52, who 
shot and wounded racist Premier Hendrik Verwoerd in an 
assassination attempt last April, was declared insane and 
ordered committed to a mental institution. 


France Recognizes Sudan As The Mali Republic 
France recognized the former French Sudan as the 
independent Mali Republic. Sudan originally formed with 
Senegal as the Mali Federation, but the two split as the 
result of a power struggle between Premiers Mamadou 
Dia (Senegal) and Modibo Keita (Sudan). France earlier 
recognized Senegal as an independent republic. 


Says Christianity Running Last In Africa 

Christianity is “running last in the race” among 
five powerful forces—nationalism, communism, Islam and 
secularism (not sacred or religious)—-seeking to influence 
or control Africa, declared Dr. Angus J. MacQueen, retir- 
ing moderator of the United Church of Canada. Speaking 
in Edmonton, Canada, Dr. MacQueen urged Canadians to 
rid themselves of the “insane luxuries of race prejudice 
and superiority.” 





Say Congo Capital Richer Since Independence 

In the Congo, Leopoldville’s treasury is richer now 
than it was at the time the Belgians left, UN officials 
admit. The city has maintained its services. The 
water is drinkable, the lights work, garbage is picked 
up and the streets are clean. According to UN 
sources, there never has been a serious breakdown of 
an essential service. Neither has the UN been asked 
for help. In addition, every city employe received 
a permanent 30 per cent salary increase, which be- 
came effective Independence Day, June 30. City of- 
ficials credit the happy situation to the fact that 
Congolese administrators have worked hard and 
learned fast, despite the fact they have never per- 











formed such jobs before. 
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Dayton, Ohio Medic Charges Hospital Race Bias 

A Dayton, Ohio, physician, Dr. M. R. Clarke, told the 
Ohio Civil Rights commission that the city’s three hos- 
pitals discriminate against Negroes and singled out St. 
Elizabeth as “the worst.” Dr. Clarke charged the hospital 
had two segregated wards, and Negro patients with Blue 
Cross hospitalization policies are charged the maximum 
allowed by the policy for a semi-private room but are gen- 
erally placed in one of the wards. 


Warn Parents Against ‘Measles Parties’ 

Parents who hold “measle parties” to let their children 
catch the disease are flirting with danger, Dr. John Kitch- 
ing, deputy medical officer of Hamilton, Ontario, warned. 
Kitching said there had been a growing trend in Canada 
for parents to deliberately infect their children by taking 
them to parties to catch measles and gain immunization 
for later life. 


Cubans Walk Out On Medical Meet In Conge Row 
A Cuban medical delegation walked out of the World 
Medical Assn. assembly in Berlin after other groups 
heckled their proposal to condemn Belgian physicians 
who “abandoned their patients” in the Congo last July. 





It All Tastes Alike In The Dark, Experts Say 

It’s a pretty well established fact that if you can’t 
smell you can’t taste. Now a group of nutritionists 
conducting tests at a U. S. Air Force aeromedical 
laboratory has discovered, according to the Medical 
News, that if you can’t see you can’t distinguish 
much between taste. After putting a number of 
human beings in a totally darkened room and feed- 
ing them, researchers revealed the subjects couldn’t 
detect any difference in taste between white and 
whole wheat bread, failed to distinguish among dif- 
ferent kinds of canned fruit and found that all meat 
tasted about the same. 
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Arkansas A. M. & N. Prexy Refuses To Resign 

In Pine Bluff, Arkansas A. M. and N. College President, 
Dr. Lawrence D. Davis, refused a request of his Board of 
Trustees to resign in the wake of charges of misuse of a 
scholarship fund at the State’s only Negro institution of 
higher learning. Meanwhile, Dr. Davis called upon stu- 
dents to cease demonstrations protesting his ousting. The

A decision by San Jose (Calif.) College President John 
T. Wahlquist not to admit St. John Dixon, 22, who had 
taken part in a Montgomery, Ala., sit-in, was over-ruled by 
State Supt. of Public Instruction Roy E. Simpson. Wahl- 
quist explained Dixon was barred because he was expelled 
from Alabama State College, added: “It had nothing to 
do with race.

Dillard U. Students Abandon Protest Rally Plans 

In New Orleans, Dillard University students abandoned 
a scheduled “mass protest rally” when the school’s presi- 
dent, Dr. Albert W. Dent, warned them they were being 
influenced by such outsiders as the NAACP and the Con- 
gress of Racial Equality. However, Dr. Dent repeated an 
earlier statement that all students and faculty were free 
to take part in demonstrations for integration, but said 
they should do so after making their plans “honestly, 
logically and independently.” He said CORE and the 
NAACP were welcome to form student chapters at Dillard 
provided they followed University regulations.
